winter cold in December sent their fuel oil 
nnU diesel sales up more rapidly than 
anticipated, and as a result their revenues 
fur the year rose (aster than their costs. 
This, the commission said, was a contra- 
tention of the price restraints.

The 1970 price restraints were not carried 
forward into 1971. It therefore appeared 
significant that the commission should report 
now on a contravention of pricing restraints 
that expired six months ago. 

One commission source said that the 
commission felt a responsibility to complete 
the Job it set out to do last year. “To serve 
as a watchdog and bark." 

Banf rd said the amount by which the four 
companies ran beyond the restraint criteria 
in profits was small. Figures were not given 
in the report. But Basford said it was 
important in principle that the companies 
should have observed the criteria.

WINNIPEG (CP) - High¬ 
ways Miniater Joe Borowski 
aaya he will not apologize for 
remark* about a Dauphin 
magistrate which led to hia 
conviction on a contempt-of- 
court charge. 

In a letter Friday to Justice 
Israel Nitikman of Court of 
Queen's Bench, who found 
Borowski in contempt April 
28, the highways minister 
said: 

"I will go to jail not just 
for one year but indefinitely, 
rather than apologia® to the 
real culprit, or to publicly 
accept the propositon that 
magistrates And judges are 
immune to public criticism as 
you imply in your judgment ’ 

N i tikman, in convicting 
Borowski, gave him a one- 
year suspended sentence on 
condition he make a full 
apology within 60 days to 
Magistrate F. M. Manwarn- 
iner of Dauphin. 

The magistrate made copies 
of his letter to the judge 
available to reporters and to 
members of the United Steel¬ 


workers attending the annual 
meeting of Ihe Manitoba 
Federation of Labor here. 

The contempt- nf-court 
charge against Borowski 
arose from comments he 
made in a radio interview in 
March about Magistrate Man- 
waring who was hearing a 
case b r o u g h t (tersonally 
against Ihe minister under the 
provincial Vacations willi Pay 
Act. 

Borowski was acqu i tted on 
that charge in provincial 
magistrate's court earlier this 
week.

Auditor-General Strikes 


Federal Waste Raked 


Public Purse 
Election Aid? 


OTTAWA (OP) - Auditor- 
General Maxwell Hendergpn, 
apparently unchastened by a 
brush with the displeasure of 
the Trudeau adpiinistratiou. 
last year, presented Parlia¬ 
ment Friday with a bulky 
new catalogue charging slip¬ 
shod government handling of 
public money. 

Henderson, whose office

E ver since Rowland hill produced the 

flint postage stamp In 1840 — the famous 
"penny black” — It ha* been accepted as a public 
duty that the mail must go through. In the interval 
l he mall carrier* have hustled up from aiv eight to 
10 miles an hour gait of the stage coaches to the 
550 mlles-an-hour-plus of the jet airliners. 

The main cities of Canada — excluding the 
Maritime* — are all within five or six houm of 
flying time of one another, which should make 
next day delivery between these points a fairly 
credible achievement. 

Unfortunately the Canada Post Office Itself 
has not been able to keep pace with the increased 
tempo in which mall is carried from point to point. 

The old adage that the mall must go through 
has had Its edge badly blunted by strikes and go- 
slow tactics within the post office itself, and the 
public for some time has been intermittently 
putting up with what seem to be unexplainable 
delays. 

Atop this annoyance and uncertainty the 
Canadian public has been faced, and is going to be 
further faced, with Increased charges for the postal 
service. 

This week the citizens of the Victoria area 
have been circulated by the post office with details 
of what is called an Assured Mail Program. This 
offers the sender either 24-hour or 48-hour 
delivery provided the letter is put in the letter box 
to meet stated deadlines. 

These deadlines depend upon the category of 
mailbox in which the letter is dropped. 

An all-red letter box, of which the Victoria 
area has about 260, has a deadline of 10:30 a.m. 
for next-day delivery locally and to points this side 
of Winnipeg, and second day delivery to Eastern 
Canada. 

If the letter is popped before 2:30 p.m. into 
a letter box with a blue and white stripe — of 
which there a is- a 1 sail 1(H) in Victoria — next day 
delivery is assured only for most parts of southern 
B.C. 


For those who use the main Victoria post 
office the deadlines are 1 p.m. and 6 p.m. 

The post office circular appears aimed to 
Impress the users of the Canadian postal service, 
that it Is offering something new and better than It 
has ever had before. 

But this is not the case. The new timetable is 
slow — dreadfully slow — compared with the time 
the mail takes In actual transport. Not only 
distant mail but local mall is moving slower today 
than it did ten and fifteen years ago. 

To some degree this may be caused by 
Inn cased volume—a lot of it unwanted junk-mall 
on which first-class poundage Is paid—but If this is 
the case the post office has not advanced with the 
times and has not projected itself to future needs 
the Way any private communications enterprise 
would have to do to survive competition. 

Jean-Pierre Cote, the minister responsible to 
Parliament for the post office and its affairs, 
indicates that a new $80,000,000 program of new 
machinery and equipment will solve the problem 
— but It will take five years to implement. 

Only then, he claims, will the poet office be 
fast as well as reliable. 

The minister speaking to the bill that will 
enable the post office to increase its first-class 
letter rote froifi' six to seven cents, and the third- 
clasS'i rate^ from five to six. apparently did not 
impress the Commons for in the second reading all 
but the government party voted against the 
increase. 

Indeed the public is likely to withhold 
comment upon the new "slow but sure” policies 
adopted by the post office until they see how it 
works. But it is still difficult to understand why a 
letter mailed In Victoria one day cannot be assured 
delivery in Toronto the next. 

ft simply is not good enough that the post 
office should offer Canadians second-class service 
at find -class prices. 


Why the Fuss? 


TOURING THE PAST FEW YEARS small gi-oups 
l-' of young people clad in saffron-colored robes 
with partly shaven heads have appeared in a 
number of cities in North America and Hawaii. 
They seldom number more than half a dozen in 
any one group and pass their time chanting 
prayer* in Sanskrit, the ancient and sacred 
language of India. 

They are pleased to be known as members of 
the Hare Krishna sect, a religious group whose 
origins are lost in East Indian antiquity and 
confused by mythology. About as much as an 
outsider enn find out about it and its followers is 
I hat it is a personal religion involving a personal 
god. 

Through personal observation it can be said 
that the members of the sect individually or 
together appear to he a sincere, peaceful and 


happy people, who neither attempt to break the 
law nor interfere with other citizens. 

It is a pity that the city fathers feel that 
“something must lie done about them” which 
Implies that they are a danger and an annoyance 
to the local community. 

One of the important rights Canadians enjoy 
is freedom of religion and surely it cannot be said 
that the Hare Krishna followers are disturbing the 
peace any more than, say, the Salvation Army 
band or the literature-vending Jehovah's Witnesses 
when boll: of these organizations are out “doing 
their thing” on our city streets. 

If we accept the right for one group to follow 
Its teachings and to worship God in its own way, 
then surely we must accept others, particularly if 
they abide by our laws and do not create a public 
nuisance.

How Britain Deals with Drugs 


Tj Fli riSH drug exerts— long 
1) of llte tielief Dial tlua 
country'* system of drilling 
with narcotics addicts la the 
heat in the world have 
reacted with acorn rather 
Ilian Hnger to the attack on H 
by John Mitchell, the United 
.Slates attorney-genera I 
Mr. Mitchell, talking at a 
l»olice dinner in Atlanta, aaid 
that the British system of 
making narcotica available 
fie# to addicts under medical 
supervision waa "proving to 
lie wrong” and that drug- 
pushera had moved into Bri¬ 
tain "in a big way " 

One of the first comments 
and typical came from 
I.ady Wool ton. a former 
member of the official Com¬ 
mittee on Drug Dependence, 
who said: "He doea not know 
what he la talking about ” * 


Many experts found the 
attack ironic coming from a 
country with an estimated 
250,000 heroin addicta < Britain 
haft under 3,000 "registered" 
addict*!. and at a time when 
the number of addict* in 
Britain ap|»«arH to have stabi¬ 
lized An to claim* of large- 
scale drug-pushing, there is 
no evidence at all 
This ia not In aay that the 
British system should lie 
regarded as a total auccess 
nor the American one as a 
total failure The two ayatemn 
are totally different. In the 
United States, with narcotica 
illegal, success must defend 
on stamping out . the black 
market supply of drugs — a 
taik that gets harder, not 
easier, as world commiinl* 
rations Increase. Britain’* 
system, at Its most basic, 
consists in prescribing drugs 
for "registered” addicts at 
s|iecial centres. Behind it lie 
Iwo beliefs: first, that addicta 
are sick people who need a 
supply of drugs to continue 
living; and, secondly, that by 
making free supplies avail¬ 
able to tlioae addicted, the 
hlaok market will be kept out

Ita supporters see It as 
humane and aenaihle, and the 
American way as cruel and 
punitive. But it has hud a 
chequered history 
The British system, like so 
much in this country, has Just 
developed rather than been 
planned, [i came Into being at 
a time when there was really 
no heroin-addiction problem. 
The addicts who existed were 
people whose addiction hud 
followed medical treatment 
for complaints In which 
haroin was given, or they 
were doctors with easy access 
to the drug. In the main they 
were mature and middle-aged 
or older. They could i>e given 
heroin to maintain their ad¬ 
diction with no fear of some 
of it Iteing passed to others a? 

But ip the early 1900s the 
siluution began to alter A 
new type of herotn-uaer 
appeared on the scene. He 
was young (late teens or 
early twenties! and he used 
heroin as part of a group 
scene. 

Hy 1905 the situation was 
changing dramatically 1 n 
1959. there were no heroin 
addicts under 20, Tiy 1900 
there were 317 of them. The 
total number of addicts lose 
In two years from 750 in 1904 
to 1,300 in 1900 

★ A A 

The British system that had 
worked when tftere was no 
problem was obviously fail¬ 
ing. 

What was happening in 
practice was that the new 
addiets were persuading tiie 
handful of doctors willing to 
prescribe to them (a doctor 
oould deal with them or not, 
as ha wished, and most did 
not) to ovarprescritxv Some¬ 
times the doctor did so in 
good faith, convinced that the 
addict was taking the amount 
of haroin ha claimed. A few 
doctors emarged w4s» w«*jld 
prescribe enormous amounts 
for money. 


The addicts with supplies 
greater than their needs were 
able to aell the surplus, thus 
"turning on" more |x*ople. In 
time these new addicts regis¬ 
tered with doctors themselves 
and did the same tiling. It 
was a vicious spiral. 

A * * 

To remedy this, Die law was 
changed In 1908. Under new 
legislation, which now applies, 
tally doctors at s|iecialiy- 
designated treatment centres 
are allowed to prescribe to 
addicts. They have lieen 
called "treatment centres" 
although very few addicts 
want treatment Hiid use the 
centre* simply to get tlielr 
supplies 

Tiie lack of treatment has 
been one of the system's 
failures Facilities provided 
(including social worker*! are 
inadequate for serious 
attempts at treatment And 
for those wlio do want to 
withdraw from drugs the 
number of in-patient units 
available is small

On the positive side, though, 
the new legislation does seem 
to hay* reduced the black 
market in heroin (shortage of 
supplies Is shown hy the 
current price of a limit £6 a 
grain compared with il 
liefore the centres were set 
lip), arid to tie containing the 
number of addicts Between 
1904 and 1908 the number of 
addiets Increased nearly four 
fold. Now the figure has 
stopped rising. Some even 
lielieve that it will begin to 
fall. This could happen not 
because of addicts lieing 
cured but because the number 
of new addicts could be 
exceeded by the number of 
existing ones dying (life ex¬ 
pectancy for a young heroin 
addict ia little longer than 
that for a cancer patient i 

Heroin, because of if* 
affects, has always been 
regarded as (ha most worry¬ 
ing drug. 

But there are many otiiers 


in use and these are 
supplied entirely hy illicit 
sources or hy overprescribing 
by ordinary doctors. The 
tyiws being abused at any 
moment depend among other 
things on availability and 
c u rrent fashion. Cannabis

S[>okesmen for a Japanese 
trade mission expressed con¬ 
cern in Victoria Friday over 
Ihe possibility of continued 
labor strife affecting exports 
of raw materials through B.C. 
ports. 

The 18-niember mission, 
headed by Chujiro Fujino, 
president of the giant Mitsu¬ 
bishi Corp., Japan's largest 
trading company, was in 
Victoria for talks with 
Premier Bennett and other 
government leaders. 

The group arrived In Van¬ 
couver Thursday and is head¬ 
ing across Canada to discuss 
various assets of two-way 
trade across the Pacific. 

Fujino told a (mess con¬ 
ference here Friday afternoon 
the mission had met Bennett, 
lunched with the cabinet, then 
had more detailed talks with 
Resources Minister Ray Wil¬ 
li stun. Trade and Industry 
Minister Waldo Skillings and 
Minos Minister Frank 
Richter. 

The delegation leader said 
Ihe long history of friendli¬ 
ness tie I ween B.C. and Japan 
was the basis of "heart-to- 
heart communi< ations" they 
had enjoyed both with busi¬ 
ness leaders in Vancouver 
and with Uie government. * 

Bennett assured the visi- 
loitT'Fujino said, that desfiite 
publicity given to the feeling 
that Canada didn't want to he 
dominated by foreign owner¬ 
ship, B.C. welcomed capital 
from abroad, particularly in 
the form of joint ventures. 

Joint ventures are what 
Ja{Hin geeks; Fujino added: 
"We are nol interested in 
taking over but in securing 
raw materials for our use." 

Nevertheless, he said, 
Japan also understands the 
desire on the part of B.C. and 
Canaria generally to at least 
partially process raw ma¬ 
terials before exporting them. 
And the delegation leader 
predicted that future joint 
ventures in this province will 
include new processing plants 

Among specifir questions 
pul by the mission to the 
three B.C. ministers were 
several dealing with tbe labor- 
management situation in the 
province. 

Isamu Saheki , deputy 
leader of the mission and 
president of the Osaka 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry, asked how B.C. with 
its small population could 
•hope to develop Ihe province s 
vast resources. He was told 
the answer lies in "mechan¬ 
ization." 

When a rejiorter asked if 
the Japanese were concerned 
atxxit tbe prospet of labor 
strife holding up supplies of 
raw materials. Fujino re¬ 
plied "Yes. we <re well 
aware of that; tnai s why we 
asked the question about 
labor supply " 

Kenichi Shibuya. president 


of Jujo Paper Co. I4d.. which 
is a partner in a forestry 
complex at Mackenzie on the 
shores of WiUiston Lake in 
n o r t h-central B.C.. was 
blunter. He asked the min¬ 
isters what measures the 
province was prepared to 
take to promote stability in 
the labor force in that remote 
area. 

In this case, the delegation 
said, the government spokes¬ 
men replied that new facili¬ 
ty including a hospital were 
being provided to make for 
better living conditions for 
workers in the so-called "in¬ 
stant town." 

Other questions asked of 
the ministers included what 
moves are being taken in this 
province to control pollution. 
The answer, a spokesman 
said, was "of a general 
nature." outlining "all kinds 
of control measures."

WASHINGTON (AP)_I).S. narcotic agents 
ami Spanish police have spiled a world record 
catch of 340 pound* of heroin In Valencia, Spain, 
Attorney-General John Mitchell announced Friday. 

The heroin, with an estimated H.S. street 
value of $85 million to $40 million, “la the largest 
seizure of heroin on record,” Mitchell said. 

The heroin was hidden in an automobile traced 
to Valencia by II.S. agents, Mitchell said. Two 
French nationalists were arrested. 


Seeks More Canadian Oil 


WASHINGTON* K’PI 
President Nixon sent In Cun* 
greet on Friday a hmad plan 
(nr ensuring adequate “clean 
energy" in the future, Includ¬ 
ing virtually unlimited crude 
oil Imports from Canada. 

Hut the careful wording «rf 
the president's brief mention 
of Canada in the mauive 
document led observer* to 
speculate that he was putting 
the iireatige of hi* office 
behind a new effort toward 


the oft-pwpriM>d continental 
energy policy, 

Interior Secretary Rogers 
Morton told a news confer- 
ence tie hopes negotiations 
with Canada can “lead to an 
agreement within a year" on 
crude oil import*. 

Asked whether the concen¬ 
tration on a crude oil agree¬ 
ment means tho ll.S. has 
given up the idea of some 
form of over-all continental 
energy policy, which has run 
into strong opposition in some 
quarters in Canada, Morton 
replied: "Certainly not." 


That is still an open ques¬ 
tion, he added, noting that the 
president's message to Con¬ 
gress does not directly 
"addroBS itself to thal.^- 

Nor, surprisingly, did tlie 
other than the uns|>ec.lfic 
reference to Canada or the 
tmtentiai oil supplies from the 
vast deposits locked in 
Alaska’s frozen North .Slope 
fields. 

Actually, although there is 
a current quota of 4b0,000 
barrels a day on Canadian 
crude east of the Rocky 
Mountiini, recant ma¬ 


noeuvres have raised possible 
C anadian imports to virtually 
pipeline capacity close In 
700,000 barrels a day But for 
various reason* ll.S. com¬ 
panies have not been buying 


Canadian nil at piiieline ra¬ 
pacity, although predictions 
are that demand will rise 
sharply in Uie fall. 

Nixon noted that over the 
years the two countries have 


"steadily increased their 
trade in energy" and said 
“the ‘ time has^Hsonie in 
develop further- this mutually 
advantageous trading ' rela¬ 
tionship."

There will he no recurrence 
of a May 29 incident in which 
five Canadian flailing bouts 
were refused entry to an 
American purl during a 
storm, ll.S. Coast Guard 
officials said Friday. 

Captain Ken Pierce of I he 
Seattle Coast Guard office 
said the incident has hern 
investigated, and all statiuns 
up and down the American 
roaat have been told that 
refuge should he given when 
it is requested even if the 
port in question is full. 

Meanwhile in Ottawa, the 
external affairs department is 
investigating t h e charges 
made by two Port Alberni 
fishermen that US. Coast 
Guard vessels have prevented 
Canadian fishing hoata from 
entering Washington slate 
purte. 

Trade Minister Jean-Luc' 
Pepin said the charges in¬ 
volve an issue of customary 
international law. No treaty 
with the U.S is involved. 

Tom Barnett (NDP Coniox- 
Alberni) raised the Issue in 
the Commons after a tele¬ 
phone call from the Port 
Alberni fishermen 

A c cording to fishermen 
Elliot Cook and Herb Kevis, a 
siiiHil fleet of 18 trollers was 
fisiung off the Washington 
coast near LaPush, a small 
port about 40 miles south of 
Cape Flattery in the early 
morning on May 29. 

At abqut 4 30 a m. a sudden 
storm came up and the boats 
headed for shore. 

Five boats headed into 
LaPush, but, say the fisher¬ 
men, the Coast Guard refused 
to let them into the port. 

The rest of Ihe boats turned 
away, and each looked for 
shelter elsewhere. 

Cook and Kevis look their 
trollers between some rocks 
near shore, to ride out the 
storm, and while there Cook 
broke his anchor 

Returning U) Port Alberni 
this week, the fishermen 
demanded some action. They 
said the only reason that 
damage was so light was 
because tile storm didn’t last 
bM» long 

The fishermen say this was 
just one of m senes of 
incidents and they want a 
stop to Ihe trouble. 

Cook says that American 
customs regulations demand 
24 hours notice before a boat 
is allowed into an American 
port but “in case of storm, 
haven could be granted with¬ 
out Ihe 24-hours notice." 

Pierce said that an investi¬ 
gation was launched Into Ihe 
incident us soon as the coast 
guard received word of lb

Get Involved 


CotoAtoLUo ArsoIm TImso Isrvlss 

HOME — Ths Vatican, in s 
new approach to communica¬ 
tion, urged all Roman Catho¬ 
lics Thursday to get more 
involved in the nutaa media, 
Including everything from 
oomic books to television. 

An 83-page pastoral Instruc¬ 
tion from the Pontifical Com¬ 
mission for Social Communi¬ 
cation sets forth doctrinal 
principles and general pas¬ 
toral guidelines in relating to 
the press, theatre, radio and 
television. 

The document movee from 
the Vatican council tone of 
“extreme caution, almost of 
suspicion," to a mood wel¬ 
coming of the media of social 
oommunicstion, according to 
Gordon Cardinal Gray of 
Scotland, senior cardinal oo 
the commission. 

Fundamental to eommum 
cations is a sense of freedom 
of information, according to 
the document. 

Issuance of the Instruction 


came at a time of some 
controversy around the Vati¬ 
can's own relations with the 
mass media. There were 
charges last week that the 
Vatioan had prevented televi¬ 
sion crews from filming a 
protest by oqnaervative Cath¬ 
olics in 8 t. Peter s Square. 
The press staff of the Vatican 
itself has been reduced re¬ 
cently end some requests for 
Information are unanswered 
after more than six months. * 

“If publio opinion is to 
emerge in the proper manner, 
it is absolutely essential that 
there be freedom to express 
ideas and attitudes," the 
instruction states. 

“The process of promoting 
in what ia sometimes referred 
to as propaganda campaign 1 
with a view to Influencing 
publio opinion is Justified only 
when it serves the truth and 
Us objectives and method* 
accord with the dignity of 
man and when It promotes 
causes that are in the public 
interest."

MascOW (UPI) - Amidst 
scenes of medieval splendor, 
M e t r o p olitun Pimen of 
Krulitsy and Kolomna was 
enthroned |>atriarch of all-the- 
itiissias, Thursday, making 
him ttie supreme spiritual 
ruler of the millions of 
Russian Orthodox here and 
abroad. 

The three-hour ceremonies 
at Moscow's Cathedral of the 
Assumption were conducted 
with the participation of at>oul 
5 ii(M) worshippers including 
the patriarchs of Alexandria, 
Jerusalem, Antioch, Romania 
and Bulgaria and Archhiship 
Makarius, president of 
Cyprus 

The Vatican, which now has 
regular hilt informal relations 
with Uto Russian church, was 
represented by Giovanni Car¬ 
dinal WilletN'ands, presidcni 
of the Secretariat for Chris 
tian Unity. 

Pimen is Ihe fourth pal- 
liach since the revolution of 
1917 and the Hth patriarch 
since the Russians accepted 
Christianity in Hie loth cen¬ 
tury. 

Al*«Mil 3(H) years ago, Oar 
Peter tile Groat almiished Ihe 
patriarchate and piade him¬ 
self head of Hie church. 

Ironically enough, It was 
Ihe lull of ihe monarchy in 
1917 and Hie revolution that 


enabled restoration of the 
patriarehate. 

Pimen, wearing magnificent 
brocaded robes of gold and 
green and a orown-like mitre 
of gold encrusted with jewels, 
was installed primate of 
Jiussian Orthodoxy on an 
ornate shell - shaped throne 
crowned with a golden cross 

When Pimen was pur- 
nounced patriarch, Ihe as¬ 
sembled metropolitans and 
bishops, equally resplendent 
in their jewelled robes and 
mitres, proclaimed in chorus 
“sxlus patriarch," the Greek 
phrase dUeaning "he is worthy 
of being a patriarch." 


The liturgy was conducted 
willi the assistance of a mixed 
choir of about 300 voices 
whose chanting and resixmses 
of "g.a»|Mide |MimUui" ll/rd 
have mercyi shook tiie walls 
»f the onion-domed cathedral 
on Yeiokhovsky Square. 

H illy three years since 
Tikhon, the first patriarch 
after the 306 year gap, 
excommunicated the Soviet 
government, Pimen and his 
immediate predecessors pat¬ 
riarchs Alexius and Sergius 
liad worked out a modus 
vivendi with file alike*!

Pontiff Steadfast 


On Celibacy 


By LOUIS (ASS ILLS 

IV Roman Catholic 
Church may change the 900- 
yeur-old rule which requires 
priests to remain unmarried 
But it won't happen while 
Pape Paul VI is In office. 

That’s the word from Vati¬ 
can sources who re|>ort that 
on this subject, the some¬ 
times-vacillating Pontiff has 
firmly made up his mind- 

The celibacy issue is due to 
come up for discussion at this 
fall's Synod of Bishops in 
Rome. But the poite’s attitude 
makes it a foregone conclu¬ 
sion. the discussion will end 
with a reaffirmation of celi¬ 
bacy. 

Pope Backed 

Some bishops from die 
Netherlands and other West¬ 
ern European nations may 
make an argument for putting 
celibacy on an optional rather 
than a mandatory hasia. But 
they cannot expect any au|>- 
port from the JU S. hierarchy 
w hich at its recent meeting In 
Detroit lined up solidly behind 
the pope on the cejihaoy 
question, despite the findings 
of a survey which the bishops 
themselves commissioned. 

The survey, conducted by 
Ihe National Opinion Re¬ 
search Centra'''At tha Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago, showed more 
than two-thirds of the Ameri¬ 
can priests below the age of 
45 would like to see celibacy 
made "a matter of personal 
choice" rather than a flat 
requirement. 

Choice Slresseil 

Freedom of choice, rather 
than a widespread hankering 
after matrimony, seemed to 
he the most imi>ortant con¬ 
sideration. Fewer IhHn one- 
fifth of the priests said they'd 
proltdhly marry if they could. 
Upwards of 80 |*r cent fell 
they could serve God and 
their congregations m o r e 
faithfully and more effec¬ 
tively if they did not have 
families of their own 

This is precisely Hie argu¬ 
ment Dial lias been made 
through the centuries hy 
proponents of celibacy, from 


ttie Apostle Paul to Paul VI. 
An unmarried priest can he 
more single-minded in his 
devotion to duty than a family 
man. He also can work longer 
hours and make do with less 
income tluui tie d need if lie 
iiad a wife and children to 
think about. 

Advocates of optional celi¬ 
bacy contend Ihe present 
inflexible law Is causing many 
promising young men to leave

A 10-man gang, faces cov¬ 
ered with stocking masks, 
hemmed in an armored car 
early Friday as it was 
delivering sacks of mail and 
money to a I tank in London's 
financial district.

But police said their haul, 
estimated in the tens of 
thousands of pot^ds, was all 
in ’ mutilated" money - old 
notes st» perforated, tom and 
marked is tn he instant 
giveaway for anyone trying to 
circulate them. 

"This has been a proper 
clanger (blooper) dropped by 
ttie robbers,” said Scotland 
Yard Detective Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Gerald Lee, heading 
tiie investigation.

Four security guards 
dimned out currying four 
bags loaded with mall and the 
mutilated notes being de 
live red by tho post office to 
the hank. 

The four walked briskly, 
single file, into tiie entrance¬ 
way. Suddenly five masked 
men jumped . out of the 
shadows, firing two warning 
shots over die guards’ heads.

If you happen to he doing your 
gardening on acid soil, and if you iiave 
• liking for flowering ahruba, you have 
probably had rhododendrons practically 
coming out your ears all this spring. 
You can have too much of a good thing, 
though, and there cornea a time when 
rhododendruna no longer please the eye. 

It is posable, with R. diacolor and ita 
hybrids, to carry the flowering season 
into July, and with R. auriculatum, Into 
August, hut except for the confirmed 
rhodnnianiac, I think this is going a hit 
too far. The longest day of the year, 
June 21, ia about the deadline for moat 
of us, and after this date it is time to 
do some tidying up. 

In cases where the spring blossom 
display has not been up to expectations, 
it is quite possible the trouble may he 
due to the fact that the s|»ent blossoms 
were not removed after flowering last 
year. 

This clean-up can make quite a 
difference in both health and present 
appearance — the shrubs look like 
death warmed over whin covered with 
faded brown blooms and by getting 
rid of tiiese before they stall making 
seed |»ods, you keep the plant from 


overtaxing its strength at e time when 
ail its energies should be directed into 
preparing for next year's blossom 
display. 

Tlie long, thin pods of each flower 
cluster all arise from a common stalk, 
devekjjied from last year’s growth. If 
you look closely, you can see the new 
growth tor next year's blooms emerging 
now from near the base of this stalk. 
The trick here is to take off the spent 
flower truss without Injury to these new 
growths, for without them thers can lie 
no blossoms next year. 

The liest method is to cut through 
tin* stalk at die twee of the old flower 
cluster, well above the new emerging 
shoot. A sharp knife, scissors or 
secateurs may lie used for rhbdoden- 
droiis; the smaller blossoms of the 
azalea can tie picked off by hand. 

If your rhododendron Is a big 
specimen, this is going to he a long, 
wearisome and monotonous chore, and 
you’ll lie sorry you ever started long 
before Die job is completed, IhH I can 
assure you that it really is worthwhile 
and will pay handsome dividends at 
blooming time next spring. 

One good thing ahodt this clean-up 


job, though, is that it brings your bush 
under very close inspection as you work 
away at removing the spent blossom 
clusters. Because of this, you iiave a 
very good chance of catching the 
earliest symptoms of trouble in plenty at 
time to take corrective measures. 

For Instance, you may notice some 
leaves stippled with tiny light green 
dots on the upper surface, or with the 
undersides stilted with dark, resinous 
materials. Count yourself lucky if you 
catch these symptoms in their earliest 
stages — they would never have been 
noticed if you hadn't been working over 
the plant so closely. 

lids is the work of a pretty little 
creature called the Hhododqndron Lace 
Bug, only an eighth of an Inch long and 
as dainty as a ballet dancer, hut s 
deadly enemy of rhododendron! and 
their little brothers, the azaleas. 

Conventional sprays used consis¬ 
tently will control this pest, but a more 
modern and etfecive method is to paint 
sections of the stem hark with neat 
Cygon 2-E. This is a systemic insecti¬ 
cide which is alxisriied through the bark 
into the plant's circulatory system, 
rendering its leaves and sap poisonous 
to ail insects that feed upon It.

WASHINGTON -'“The 
people who attack the FBI 
and its leader, J. Edgar 
Hoover, are doing the country 
a terrible disservice." 

Thus spoke Professor Hein¬ 
rich Applehaum, chairman of 
the criminology department 
at the Bonnie and Clyde 
Institute for Advanced 
Studies. 

"How so?" 1 asked 

"There are 8,400 FBI 
agents in t li e country," 
Applehaum said, "including 57 
blacks and no women. These 
agents are desolately needed 
in the war against crime." 

"No one disputes that," I 
said. "But why would criti¬ 
cism of J. Edgar Hoover 
affect our country's battle 
against (lie forces of evil (hat 
would attack us from 
within?" 

"Because," said Apjfle- 
haum, "every lime someone 
attacks J. Edgar Hoover, 
which is synonomous with 
ailaking the FBI, two agents 
have to he assigned In the 
case to find out who made the 


attack and what is liehind it. 
So far tins year there have 
been 4,106 attacks made 
against Mr. Hoover in the 

press and at universities and 
in congress. Tills means 8,332 
agents have had to lie taken 
off their duties, which lias left 
only six agents tree to fight 
criminals. 

"You mean the FHI has to 
devole most of its time these 
days to defending itself from 
attacks on the bureau?" 

“That is correct," said 
Applehaum. "There was a 

time when the FBI was 
completely free of criticism. 
Then It was (xissible for Mr. 

Hoover to devote all rins 

energies to capturing public 
enemies, Nazis, Communists 
and those who would destroy 
our way of life. 

"But recently the attacks 
bn (lie FBI director Iiave 
made lice bureau switch its 
game plan. Now hundreds of 
thousands of man hours must 
he spent finding out wtio is 
Haying what almut J Edgar 
Hoover. As the criticism 


escalates, more and more 
people Iiave to lie assigned lo 
making nut reiiorta on the 
attacks, and the backlog of 
criminal cases is building 
up” 

"Professor," I said, "do 
you l*eljeve the criticism of 
the FBI director is a plot by 
crominal elements in tins 
country to detract from the 
work the FBI has been 
chartered l>y congress to do" 

"There is no doubt about 
i)," ha. said. "Anytime a 
professor, student or a former 
FBI agent says something 
uncomplimentary about the 
FBI director, everything slops 
and hundreds of bureau 
employees are involved in die 
investigation. 

"Now, these attacks are no 
accident. They are inspired 
iiy people in this country who 
are aware that the more 
agents and employees are 
assigned lo tracking down 
critics of J. Edgar Hoover. 
I lie less law enforcement 
people will l>e available lo go 
after them. The time will not 


he far off when all the 
resources of the FBI will lie 
used for only one purpose: to 
get the people who are 
demanding Mr. Hoover ’• 
retirement." 

"This is the most insidious 
plot I have ever heard of," I 
said. "Surely the FBI must he 
aware of what is going on.” 

"They are f’ Applehaum 
said, "hut the first priority of 
any law enforcement agency 
is to protect its leader from 
attack, particularly from 
those who want lo force him 
to resign " 

"What is the solution?" I 
said. 

"We must iiersuade tiie 
media that everytime they 
print a story or an editorial 
attacking Mr. Hoover, they 
are taking two agents off a 
criminal case. If llte media 
want law and order in this 
land, they have to knock off 
their criticism of the FBI 
director-so the bureau can go 
hack lo Its original business, 
which Is making America's 
streets sate after dark.”

There are a couple of 
youngsters at Shoreline junior 
high school who’ll never again
